4 wW 2 the Petitioner, at the Inſtance of the {aid Town, and of the Maſters of Ships there, and in other Parts upon that Coaſt, kindled 
254+44++4+28 the ſame : Of which the Trinity-bouſe of Deptford made Complaint to this Board , and gave ſeveral Realons why the laid Lights 
$59995-$9999 ſhould be extinguiſhed, as uſele(s and dangerous : All which the Petitioner having anſwered, His Majeſty was pleaſed ( amongſt 
other things) by Order of the Eleventh of Angnſt laſt, to recommend the Conſideration of the Arguments {everally brought as well by the ſaid 
Trinity-houſe, as by the ſaid Sir John Clayton, touching the Expediency or Inexpediency of the ſaid Lights, to the Baylitts, Juſtices, Maſters of 
Ships at Yarmouth, who were fully and impartially to report their Opiniot touching the general or particular Ulctulnels of each of the ſaid Lights, 
and how far they, and the Maſters and Mariners belonging to that Place, are conſenting to pay for the Erecting and Maintenance of the ſame. In 
purſuance whereof, there being preſented ro the Board Certificates ſigned as well by the Baylifts and Juſtices, as by the Maſters of Ships and Ma- 
riners of Great Tarmonth aforelaid, repreſenting, That after long Debate amongſt them, and ſerious Conlideration of the whole matter, it was con- 
cluded and agreed moſt unanimouſly, both by the faid Bayliffs and Magiſtrates, and all the ſaid Mariners then appearing (except one WWill;anz Rix) 
Thar the ſaid Light at St. Nicholas-Gatt, as it is now erected, if it be blinded until it come upon the WVeſt-and-by-South, to prevent the danger of 
the South-head of New-orke and the Knowle, is and will be greatly uſeful and advantageous to Trade, and a great Sccurity to all Ships that ſhall paſs 
that way, and may be a happy means to prevent for the future the lols of the Lives of many Perſons, and to prelerve their Shipping and Goods 
from Wrecks ; and that the {aid Light will in all probability be a great means to encrealc and encourage the Fiſhery of thoſe Parts ; inſomuch 
that they ſhall at all times be ready to joyn their Aſliſtance to obtain a Chnfirmation of His Majeſties Grant to him the ſaid Sir Joh Clayton ; the 
Magiſtrates of the {aid Town declaring their free Conſent to the Payment to him and his Aſſigns, for and in reſpect of the Benefit of the laid Light, 
One Farthing per Ton, and no more, tor ſuch of their Laden Ships and Yeſlels as ſhall pals by the faid Light : And the ſaid Maſters of Ships and 
Mariners adjudging One Farthing per Ton to be but a reaſonable Allowance for every Light and Loaden Ship, except ſuch Ships as ſhall hap 
to come from any Port Northwards of this Town, into the Harbour, and there unlade ; they apprehending {uch Ships to have no Benctit by the 
ſaid Light. Which having bcen read at the Board, and it appearing, That by the aforeſaid Certificates there was not any mention made of the 
Light-houſes ere&ted by the ſaid Sir John Clayton at Cromer, Flambrongh-head, and Farn-Iſland, which by the atorclaid Order of the Eleventh of 
Auguſt was likewiſe referred to their Conſideration ; It was the Firſt of December laſt Ordered, That the Bayliftz and Magiſtrates of the Town of 
Tarmonth ſhould inform them(elves by the Maſters and Owners of Ships, and Mariners of that Town, and Parts adjacent, of the Expedicncy or In- 
expediency of each of the ſaid Lights erc&cd by the faid Sir John Clayton, at Cromer, Flambrough-head, and Farn-ſland, and report their Opinion 


touching the ſame to this Board ; which they accordingly did this day, as followeth ; Viz, 


In Obedience to an Order of Your Majeſty in Councill, bearing dare The Fir ft way vf December Iaft paſt, requiring us Your Mayeſties Bryliffs and 
Magiſtrates of” the Town of Great Yarmouth to inform our ſelves by the Maſters and Owners of Ships, and Mariners of our Town, and Parts 
adjacent, of the Expediency and Inexpediency of the ſeveral Light-houſes erected by Sir John Clayton Knight, at Cromer, F lambrough-head, 
and Farn-Iſland, and to report their Opinion touching the ſame, and how far the Maſters and Mariners belonging to this Flace are conſenting 
to pay for the Erefting and Maintenance of the ſaid Lights, or any of them : We therefore the ſaid Bayliffs and Magiſtrates whoſe Names are 
hereunto ſubſcribed, in purſuance of Tour Majeſties ſaid Order, do humbly certifie, That on th: Nine and twentieth of December laſt, we did 
ſummon the greateſt part of the beſt and moſt expertenced Sea-men, Maſters and Mariners of our ſaid Town, then at home, to a Þpear at our 
Conmon-Hall ; and upon an indifferent and impartial Propoſal of the ObjeStions, Anſwers, and Obſervations made and given in reference 10 
each and every of the ſaid New-ereSted Lights, it was concluded and moſt unanimouſly agreed by all the ſ1id Mariners then preſ»nt, as appears 
by their ſeveral Subſcriptions remaining by and with us the ſaid Bayliffs, That the ſaid Light-houſe ereSled on Flambrough-head, was very 
happily deſigned, and if built higher than now it 1s, will be greatly uſeful to Trade, particularly to the Collery, and a great Security to all Ships 
that ſhall paſs that way. We do further humbly certifie, That at the agg time and place, and upon debate of the ObjeCtions, Anſwers, and 
Obſervations aforeſaid, the Light-houſe erefied at Cromer, end the other at Farn-Iſland , were by the generality and greateſt part of the ſaid 
Maſters and Mariners agreed and ſubſcribed to, to be uſeful and neceſſary, and commodiouſly ſituated for the Benefit off Navigation ; but by the 
reſudue apprehended and judged to be of leſs uſe and importance : An4 that the ſaid Maſters and Mariners ſo approving of the ſaid Lights, 


are conſenting to the Payment to him the ſaid Sir John Clayton, and his Aſſigns, for and in reſpe&t of th: apparent Benefit and Advantage of 


the ſaid Lights ſo erefied at Cromer, Flambrough-head, and F arn-Ifland aforeſaid, One Farthing per Ton, and no more, for each and fingu- 
lar the ſaid Lights, for ſuch of their Loaden Veſſels as ſhall happen at any time to paſs by any or every of them. All which matter js in all 
humble manner certified and ſubmitted to Tour Majeſties Princely Wiſdom and Conſideration, by Tour Majeſties moſt loyal, moſt dutiful, and

All which being taken into conſideration, and the ſaid Sir Jevn Clayton by his humble Petition praying liberty to continue the Lights by him erc- 
cited, and that the Grant now lying before the Lord Chancellor, being onely an Explanation of his tormer Patent, may paſs the Broad-Seal ; It was 
thought fit, and accordingly ordered by His Majeſty in Council, That the {aid Bill for explaining His Majeſtics former Grant to Sir Tohn Clayton 
for EreCing the ſeveral Light-houſes aforeſaid, upon the Northern Coaſts, do paſs the Great Scal of England : And that the faid Sir Tohn Clayton 
do take eſpecial care that the Light-houſe erected by him at Sr. Nicholas-Gatt, atorcſaid, be blinded until it come upon the Weſt-and-by-Sonth, to 
prevent the danger of the South-head of New-orke and the Knowle, as is adviſed in the firſt-recited Certificare. And His Majeſty doth farther re- 
comment it to the {aid Sir John Clayton, to raiſe the Light at Flambrongh-Head {omewhat higher than now it is, if he ſhall be thercunto defired by 


the Maſters of Ships and Viariners Trading on that Coalt.
